The prior art fails to disclose an electrode plate for a charged particle beam, 
which includes a portion of a surface of a substrate coated with an insulating layer but 
not coated with an electrode layer as recited in claims 22 and 24. The reasons for 
allowable for claims 1, 7, 15, 17-18 and 20-21 are indicated in the previous office action, 
dated March 1 1 , 2003, in paper No. 7.
